But, without commenting any farther on this Decree, it 
is ſufficient to obſerve, That in Purſuance of ſuch Orders, 
and ſuch Encouragements to thoſe who would put them in 
Execution, there have been many cruel Maſlacres in the 
Chriſtian World, whereby Millions of human Lives have 
been ſacrificed to Romiſh Tyranny ; many holy Wars, Sly Sos 
ſo called, undertaken for the Extirpation of Hereticks; and, 
beſides innumerable other Perſecutions, a ſtanding Inquiſition, 
big with Slaughter and Cruelty, as well as Fraud and Treach- 
ery, to the Reproach of the Chriſtian Name, and the Deſtrus 
ction of Thouſands, who infinitely better deſerved that Name 
than their mercileſs Inquiſitors. And Pope Paul the IV. 
in his dy ing Words to the Cardinals about him, recommend- 
ed to them the Tribunal of the Inquiſition, as the beſt Prop 
and main Bulwark of the Roman Faith; ſpoken like a Pope 
indeed, but how like to the Vicar of the meek Jeſus, who 
came not to deſtroy Mens Lives but to ſave them, let the World 
judge. From thence it was, that, in the following Ages, that 
Church -proceeded with the urmoſt Rigour againſt all thoſe 
who pretended to differ from her, as the Vaudois, Albigeois, 
Wiclefites. The Proteſtants in Hungary, and through France 
and Germany, as in the Palatinate, Bohemia, Saxltburg, and 
many other Places, with the Slaughter of about 40 Millions of 
poor Americans, on Pretence of. converting them to the 
Chriſtian Faith f. And in our own Country, as in the 
Bloody Reign of Queen Mary of England; the Spaniſh Ara 
mada, in the Reign of Queen Eliſabeth; the Gun-powder 
Plot, in the Reign of King James I. the Maſſacre of Ires 
land, in the Reign of King Charles I. with what theſe 
Nations ſuffered in the Reign of King James II. eſpecially 
jn Ireland, where he, and his Popiſh Subjects there, ſhewed 
this extirpating Spirit more remarkably againſt the Prote- 
ſtants {, as will appear from the ſeveral Hiſtories of theſe

A third Inſtance, which I ſhall produce, drawn from the 
famous Council of Conſtance, which will make this Aſſertion 
of Proteſtants ſtill more undoubted. John Huſs came to that 
Council, begun in 1414, under the ſafe Conduct of the 
Emperor sigiſmund; notwithſtanding which he was ſeized, 
and impriſoned, and degraded by that Council, and after- 
wards burnt alive by Order of the Emperor. After his Exe- 
cution the ſaid Council decreed, that“ Whereas there were 
« ſeveral, . who privately and openly blamed the Emperor, 
c and even the ſacred Council, ſaying, or inſinuating, That 
the fafe Conduct, granted to John Huſs the Hereſiarch, 
« had been unworthily violated, contrary to all the Rules of 
6 Honour and Juſtice ; altho' the ſaid John Huſs, obſtinate- 
« ]y oppoſing (as he did) the orthodox Faith, rendered 
« himſelf unworthy. of any ſafe Conduct and Privilege, and 
&« neither, according to the Law of Nature, Divine and Hu- 
© nan, ought any Faith or Promiſe to be kept, if it is to the 
* Prejudice of the Catholick Faith; the ſacred Synod declares 
« by theſe Preſents, That the ſaid Emperor has done, with re- 
« gard to John Huſs, what he could, and what he ought to 
40 do, notwithſtanding his ſafe Conduct.

c coerced, and put under the Reſtraint of a Regency; which 
© js an effectual Excluſion of him from Government, and 
© from all Right to the perſonal Allegiance of his Subjects: 
And all this, merely becauſe he is wholly incapable of an- 
« ſwering the Ends of Government. 

This Foundation, you ſee, is ſo plain, that all, even the 
moſt unwilling, acknowledge it, in the Caſe of Idiocy, or 
Madneſs. From hence you will furniſh yourſelves with this 
Argument; As it is impoſſible in the Nature of the Thing, 
and by the Confeſſion of our Adverſaries themſelves, that 
any Conſtitution of Government, or the moſt expreſs De- 
clarations of written Laws, can be ſuppoſed to intend to 
impoſe upon any Nation the indiſpenſible Duty or Obliga- 
tion, of paying Obedience or Allegiance to an Ideot, or a 
Madman; and this ſolely, becauſe the Ends of Govern- 
ment cannot, in any tolerable Degree, be anſwered by 
them: So, upon the ſame certain Foundation, let the Con- 
ſtitution of a Nation be what it will; let it be from God, or 
from Man; let the Declarations of the Laws be never ſo 
ſtrong; they cannot be ſuppoſed to intend to oblige a Na- 
tion to their own utter Deſtruction, in any parallel Caſe; 
to forbid whatever is neceſſary for the Preſervation of the 
Whole; to take away, or to give up, their Right to ſet a- 
ſide, in the beſt Manner the Circumſtances of Affairs 
allow, all ſuch Perſons as are equally incapable of an- 
ſwering the Ends of Government, in a tolerable Degree; 
and therefore in the ſame Rank, upon that Account, 
with Ideots, or Lunaticks; and to inveſt the Authority in 
others. The End of Government is acknowledged the ſuf- 
ficient only Reaſon for ſetting aſide Lunaticks or Ideots: 
And therefore the ſame End of Government holds equally 
in all parallel Caſes. And as the Argument from hence is 
of that Nature, that you may ſecurely depend upon it: So 
it will be of great Uſe, therefore, thoroughly to apprehend 
it, and conſtantly to have Recourſe to it; becauſe our Ad- 
* verfaries themſelves are forced, againſt their Will, to re- 
? ſolve all into this, even in the higheſt ſuppoſed Caſe of 
God's inſtituting Monarchy abſolutely hereditary ; and in 
* their interpreting Paſſages of Scripture, which yet at other 
Times they would force upon others as abſolute Rules, 
without Exception; and much more muſt do it, in their 
Appeals to our Church, or our Conſtitution. a 
The main Point neceſſary to make all this, which is true 
£ in itſelf, uſeful to us in this Debate, is to confider, whee- 
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* PREFACE a 
Foundation: That is, in other Words, whether the ſetting +? 
* afide the Popiſh Line, be not, in Truth, ſetting aſide a Line 
of Princes incapable of anſwering the Ends of Government, 
jn our Nation. The Conſequence of which was, going no 
© farther from the ſtrait Line, than to the neareſt Proteſtant 
© Branch in the ſame Royal Family. 0 
Now, all Incapacity is the ſame, in the Effects and Conſe- 
quences of it, to the Concerns of a Nation. It is of no Im- 
portance, whether it be natural, or moral. If therefore 
you doubt of the Incapacity of the Popiſh Line for our 
Government; Reaſon and Experience will ſoon convince 
you. In Reaſon 2 will ſee it plain, that any Prince 
who hath Principles in him, that oblige him in Poin 
of Conſcience to deſtroy us, is incapable to preſerve 
and make us happy. But a Prince fully poſſeſſed by the 
Popiſh Religion, is under the Command of Principles, 
which teach him that it is his Duty to deſtroy us; And 
therefore, muſt have the greateſt of all Incapacities: I 
* ſay, the greateſt of all. For an Ideot may be kept quiet; 
* a Lunatick may be controled, without incurring Cen- 
* ſure for it: But one, who is nor ſuppoſed to be out of 
his own Governance, and yet is a Bigot, perfectly under 
the Influence of ſuch a Religion, is by that Means free 
from the Reſtraint of others; at Liberty to follow his own 
* Counſels, and obliged by them to deſtroy all that ſtands in 
the Way of theſe Counſels. | 
* Go to the Experience of other Nations; and that wi 
5 ſhew you, there never was a Popiſh Prince over a Proteſtan 
People, who did not make good this Obſervation. Return 
to your own; the Hiſtories will tell you what Queen Aa- 
* ry the Firſt was, under the higheſt Obligations to Prote- 
# ftants: And the Memory of yourſelves, or of many others 
now alive, will tell you what the late King James was, un- 
der the ſame, or greater Obligations to the Body of Prote- 
* ſtants in this Kingdom, and under the additional Obliga- 
tion of the moſt ſolemn Promiſes. He who ſet up in him- 
* ſelf, the one comprehenſive Principle, of a Right to diſ- 
5 penſe with our Laws at his Pleaſure, was incapable of our 
Government by Laws. It was not any one particular Action, 
* but the Tenor of his Actions, and this avowed Principle, 
« which convinced the Nation, and all Orders, Degrees, and 
Parties of Proteſtants in it, of his Incapacity. If any of 
* the nonjuring Biſhops were now remaining, you might ask 
them, why they themſelves ſet their Hands to the Invitation 
of the Prince of Orange, and his Army; which could be 
+ upon no other Bottom, but that they had found King James 
7 * 7 : 25 $6 incapable os 
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$ incapable of governing this Nation: For, if he were ca- 
© pable, there was no Need of an Army of Directors and Ad- 
« yiſers. You may ask thoſe, who were for ſetting up a Re- 
* gency over him, whether that was not a plain Confeſſion 
t that he was incapable of the Government. For it is an In- 
© ſult upon common Senſe, to go to perſuade the World that 
© he would, in that Way, have been any more King, in Ef- 
© fe, than he was, when he was declared to have abdica- 
ted. So that all, you ſee, conſpired, as well thoſe who 
© took the Oaths afterwards to King William, as thoſe who 
£ refuſed them, to declare and acknowledge that unhappy 
Prince to be as truly incapable of governing this Nation, as 
s if he had been an Ideot or a Lunatick. ̃ | 

Now, I beſeech you, what was it that was his Incapa- 
© pacity? What was it that had fatisfied all in general 
s (Churchmen, eſpecially, I may ſay) at that Time, that he 


* was incapable? His natural Temper, his moral Accom- , 
© pliſhments, were in themſelves no worſe than thoſe of ma- 


ny other Princes. No, it was his Religion, that gave them 
© their bad Turn. It was his Religion uf; which made 
him incapable; his being of a Religion, which, when it is 
* fully poſſeſſed, obligeth and prompts its Votaries to de- 
* ftroy and ruine us, and our Laws. 

And this being ſo plain from Experience, that they them- 
© ſelves, who now differ from us, in Effect acknowledged 
* this Incapacity in King James, ariſing from his Religion, 
* at a Time when they were much better Judges of it than 
£ they can be now: The next Point is, Whether it be not as 
? plain, that the ſame Religion produceth the ſame Incapaci- 
© ty in others who heartily embrace it? Now this, 1 think, 


_ js evident from hence, that the ſame Cauſe muſt have the 


ame Effect, where there is nothing to hinderit. Popery is 
a Religion, which, wherever it is received, muſt act, univer- 
* fally and equally, intheſame Way. It is a Religion, which 
leaves nothing to Variety of Tempers, or Principles; but

* themſelves. It is the ſame Religion, in all its Extent and 
* Latitude, which obliged that King to be incapable, who 
* without it might have been very capable. And therefore, 
the Incapacity in him, having ariſen ſolely from his Reli- 
gion; the ſame Incapacity muſt ariſe from the ſame Reli- 
gion in others: Becauſe there can be no Difference in the 
Obligations which it laid upon him, and thoſe it muſt lay

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« ruine us, as it is the ſame, muſt 

« allothers in his Circumſtances. 

< But that was his Religion alone. tA 
Therefore that alone muſt have the ſame Effect upon 
others, embracing it, as he did. , 
Nor can any Promiſes, or Vows to the contrary, alter the 
Caſe. That, Experience alſo ſhewed in him: And the 
fame Religion which obligeth to our Deſtruction, permits

This, therefore, is the Incapacity; as certain, and as de- 
ſtructive, as any natural Madneſs. And, if it be lawful to 
guard againſt the latter Incapacity, it muſt be ſo to guard 
againſt the former: The Reaſons being at leaſt equally 
ſtrong in both Caſes. Nothing, therefore, remained for the 
Nation to do, but to take one of theſe two Ways: Either 
to try, after one another, every individual Papiſt in the

Which alters not the Caſe. For ſuch a Regeney is in Truth

themſelves eight Livres a-Day, (about ſeven Shillings)- and 
for the ſubaltern Officers and private Men in Proportion: 
Which exorbitant Impoſitions put many under the Neceſſity 
bf ſelling whatever they had, and then of running awa 
| themſelves.--- Beſides, the Burghers were rated in a much 
higher Capitation than uſual; and ſo — pn a Tax was 
nid upon their very Induſtry, that one ſingle trading Houſe 
' Was obliged to py Dh Kobonkt alone, Eighteen hundred 
Livres a-Year. In ſhort the Proteſtants in thoſe Parts ſink 
- _ Under the Weight of their Misfortunes; but is there any that 
is not likely to fall on People that are given up to the Greedi- 
ves of covetous Magiſtrates, to the furious Zeal of a bigotted 
- Clergy, and to the Infolencc of a lawleſs Soldiery F? 
Proteſtants are not much better uſed in other Places; at 
Pub- Laurens, Caſtres, Saints Foi, Niſmes, People are daily 
taken up, ſent to the Caſtle of Ferrieres, to the Tower of 
Dourdes, or to ſome other Goal. There are actually Twenty 
four Women ſhut up in the Tower of Conſtance at Aigue- Mor- 
te and, at leaft, fifty Men in the Gallies. Not only private 
& People, but whole Towns and Piſtrits, are condemned in 
nutze Fines on Account of religious Aſſemblies. Such has 
Been the Fate of Niſmes, V lex, Vigan, Ganges, Alais, 
About the Beginning of November laſt, the Commonalities 
. of Montredon, of Vabres, of Sentgats, of Berlat, were ſen-

Their Letters to Count de Saxe; and to the Duke de Richlzes 
mentioned Page , were not minded; though it is certain, 
they were received; atleaſt; they were not attended with any 
Succeſs. Another Memorial, containing an Apology for their 
religious Aſſemblies, was publiſhed laſt Year; by one of their

On the 13th of December laſt, Mr Deſubas, a wortlry Cler- 

matt, who ſerved the Proteſtant Churches of that Province, 
4 the Misfortune of falling into the Hands of the Papiſts, 
ho were watching his Motions. He was arreſted near Sainte 
Grebe: The next Day, a Detachment" of thirty Soldiers, 
commanded by a Lieutenant, was appointed to eſcorte him 


to PVernoux. About two thouſand Proteſtants, Men, Wo- 


men and Children, all unarmed, met them upon the Road, 
and humbly begged of the Officer, that he would be pleaſed 
to releaſe the Prifoner, whom they profeſſed the higheſt Ve- 
neration for: But, he alledging, that he could not, conſi- 
ſtently with his Duty grant their Demand, ' adviſed. them to 


follow him to Fernoux, giving them Hopes that the Magi- 


ſtrates of that Place, might do what they defired. They 
took his Advice; — When they were come thither, two of 


Ithe chief Inhabitants, one Lafforti and one Ponce, aſſured 
them, That their Requeſt ſhould be conſideted, and that, 
they ſhould have Reaſon to be fatisfied.” But they had 
not been long in the Borough, waiting. for the deſired Suc- 


ceſs, before the Papiſts fired upon them from all. Quarters, 
even from their Windows; and killed thirty- ſix upon the Spot, 
wounded above two hundred, whereof. but very few reco- 
covered. Letters from that Country metition, that, among 
the firſt, there was a Woman with Child, whoſe Belly, was 
ripped open after her Death; and that the Child lived ſome 


Minutes, after it had been taken out of its Mother's Womb. 


Such a treacherous and cruel Maſſacre, raiſed the Indigna- 
tion of many of the ſtouteſt of the Proteſtants, who, fore- 
ſeeing what would be Mr. Deſubas's Lot, came in Arms two 
Days ſucceſſively, to reſcue him by main Force; but they 


were prevailed upon, by their Miniſters, and the chief People 


among them, to retire quietly. Without any Loſs of Time, 
! Petitions were preſented to the Magiſtrates of Vernoux ; and 
to the chief Commanders in the Province, ſetting forth, That, 
Whatever had been done in this Affair by Proteſtants, pro- 
eseded, not from any ſeditious Diſpofition, but from the 
great Value and Love they had for their Miniſter : The An- 
: twers returned were not at all ſatisfactory. Whether this 
Event has had any Conſequences, as to the Generality of the 
"Proteſtants in thoſe Parts, has not been heard. ' 
As to Mr. Deſubas, he was ſent to-Niſmes, and from thence 
.to 2 : A new Scheme was laid to deliver him, be- 
. tween theſe two Places, out of the Hands of the Soldiers;

but, by the Interpoſition of the chief Proteſtants, its Exe- 


cution was prevented. During the Time that Mr. Deſubas 
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ſhops, who were at Aontpalien, on account of the Aſſembly. 
of the States: They made Uſe of all Manner of Arguments, 


to perſuade him out of his Religion; but he remainęd un- 


moveable; tho' a young Man, between twenty-ſix an 

thirty Years of Age, He, in all Circumſtances, behaved en- 
tixely in Character, with great Modeſty. and an undaunted 
Courage. His Deportmenñt made ſuch an Impreſſion upon 


the Intendant himſelf, that, when he condemned him to be 


hanged 4, he could not refrain from Tears, and ſaid, that 
He was grieved to pronounce Sentence of Death againſt a Man 
of ſo much Merit; but that he was forced to it by the King's 


Declarations, To which gracious Speech Mr. Deſubas re. 


turned a proper Anſwer, . | 53% 

But, for all that, the Execution of his Sentence, which 
bappened the itſt of February, was attended with hard- an 
inhuman Circumſtances; for, in that. cold Seaſon, Mr. De- 
ſubas Was ordered to walk to the Place where he was ta 
ſuffer, having his Legs naked, only Socks on his Feet, and 
about him a thin. Linen Waiſtcoat without Sleeves. All his 


Papers and Books were burnt before him at the Foot of-the © 


Gallows; juſt before he was executed, a Crucifix was of- 
fered him to kiſs; but he turned it aſide, and died with his 
Eyes fixed on Heaven, whither he was haſtenin
